compromise, it will be characterized 
as such only In a political sense be- 
cause the western agricultural group 
will have obtained as much as their 
easter brethren are willing to con- 
cede.

weeks may* be gained. 


The political phase of the discus- 


sion will be emphasized when the 
Democrats bring: In their own tariff 
bill, although there is talk of limit- 
ing the minority action to specific 
schedules. 
In fact, the Democrats 


may find it better politics to Insist 
upon the status quo with reference 
to the present tariff law and confine 
their efforts to a revision of an agri- 
cultural schedule. 


This could not necessarily mean 


that the Democrats approve of the 
Fordney-McCumber law now on the 
statute books but that they prefer- 
red not to reopen any except the ag- 
ricultural schedules. It is believed 
that a coalition of Democrats and 
insurgent 
Eepublicans 
could 
put 


through such a program and there 
is reason to suppose that many of 
the disappointed protectionists would 
bring pressure to bear on their own 
representatives' in the House to sup- 
port such a proposal. The outcome 
of the whole thing is liable to be a 
limited tariff revision and there is 
a remote chance that a deadlock may 
produce indefinite delay

Seidel and Max Seyfert, three days 
in which to prepare the motion. Ac- 
tion on the matter will come Mon- 
day and if the motion Is overruled 
the death sentence will be passed on 
Dr. Snook. 


Sheriff Harry T. Paul has issued 


strict orders that no one is to see 
Dr. Snook except his attorneys. The 
order excludes Mrs. Helen M. Snook, 
his wife and his. aged mother, who 
remained at his side throughout the 
trial, from the jail. 


If the new trial motion is over- 


ruled defense counsel said they would 
ask an immediate review of the case 
on error proceedings to the court 
of appeals.

go no further in the way of conces-

into effect. 


"We want a fair deal," said Snow- 


den. "We have made all the conces- 
sions one can expect from us. 


"We stand in our original position. 


We are accused of blocking peace 
for a question of money. 


"The money involved is insignifi- 


cant, but there is something else in- 
volved. 


"There is involved the fact that 


when we have made sacrifices they 
lead only to demands for more sacri- 
fices and we are through with that." 


Chancellor Snowden's rejection of 


the offers of the other creditor pow- 
ers, it was felt 
in British sources 


this afternoon, left little chance for 
further 
negotiations 
here unless 


Frane, Italy, 
Belgium and Japan 


find it possible to increase their of- 
fers substantially. 


Chancellor Snowden was stated to 


have calculated that, instead of the 
60 per cent of his demand the credit- 


ors claimed to be offering him, their 
proposals probably would net about 
20 per cent 
of what 
he feels he 


must have and at the utmost occur- 
red. 


The chancellor not only held that 


the figures mentioned by the other 
powers were incorrect, but in his re- 
ply to them he questioned the cor- 
rectness of other statements made in 
their memorandum 
among 
which 


was the alligation that Great Brit- 
ain already was getting a consider- 
able share of unconditional annuities 
through the recovery act. 
It was 


contended by the 
British that this 


act must be considered simply as a 
substitute for deliveries in kind. 


In his conversation with Premi- 


er Jaspar of Belgium, concerning the 
offer, the chancellor said that if it 
were the last --word the other cred- 
itors had to say in the matter every- 
body might as well go home. 


The chancellor held that the offer 


itself involved no sacrifice at all for 
the other principal powers but was 
simply an offer 
to increase Great 


Britain's share of reparations at the 
expense of the smaller powers.

of the World war. 


The amount on deposit was S157,- 


624,214, the largest peacetime total 
in the history of the postal savings 
system. 
Figures 
compiled 
today 


show that postal savings are now 
only ?19,204,310 below the highest 
total ever reached which was $176,- 
828,524 during the world war. 


Officials of the postal savings sys- 


tem declared that last month, "on 
account of recent bank failures in 
Florida figures show that state alone 
showed an increase in postal sav- 
ings deposits for July of $2,623,785. 


Last month, officials said, Astor- 


ia, Oregon, Unlontown, Pa., Norfolk, 
Va., and Passaic, N. J., "show large 
increase due to bank failures in their 
localities." 


The postal savings system, it was 


said, desposited all the money with 
drawn from the banks in the vicin- 
ity of these cities back into the banks 
from which it had been withdrawn 
by panicky depositors. 


Recent postmasters general have 


recommended to congress that the 
limit on deposits in the postal saving? 
system now fixed at $2,500 be raised 
to $5,000.

went to her apartment. He placed 
her under arrest and searched the 
apartment, finding-, he stated, more 
liquor. 
She was charged with pos- 


session and transportation. 


The agent admitted under ques- 


tioning that the place was not known 
as a liquor resort anrl that there 
was nothing to show that any sale 
was intended. 
- Attorneys for the apartment man- 
ager argued that the search was 
illegal 'in that no one could legally 
enter the building except at the be- 
hest of a. tenant.

dweller has the 


same legal rights as a person in a 


dwelling- and that every 


part of the 30-apartment building, 
including the garage and basement, 
is the private home of every tenant.

colored charts and graphs, the brief 
goes into every detail of the grants 
of the ultra-valuable frequencies for 
public utility use. 


The Universal Wireless Communi- 


cations company, the solitary victor 
among the five major applicants for 
the privilege to establish a nation- 
wide radio telegraph 
network, 
is 


staunchly defended. R. C. A. Com- 
munications, Inc., which was grant- 
ed only a smalt part of its desires 
and which vigorously attacked the 
Universal and other grants, is polish- 
ed off with the contention that it did 
not promise what the commission 
considered the maximum service to 
the public for the channels it re- 
quested. But this company, it states, 
was designated "the bulk of the sta- 
tion bands," at the commission's dis- 
posal, after the award had been made 
to the Universal and twenty chan- 
nels had been "reserved" for the na- 
tion's press.
